(See "How lo 
Uriload^'). 

2. Underpowered shot. A '^equib", or under- 
powered slKst, 9houW not occur if trie ammunition 
IS cJaan„ dry, and faclory loaded. You can lei I if a 
shot Is underpowered by Lfie unusual ly low report II 
makes. BeM.use the bullet may actuaify still be in 
tfio barroL you must unload c^cwnpiotely. dear iho 
atlton^ and fcok (hrough (he barrel lo see it there is 
any obstruction, fl Ihsre IS, 3t should be romovod by 
aquaSiiied gunsmitfi. 



Sighting

howovar, sighting should be range verified.

sighi fllsvator roarward. To Iowgf tbe point of 
imped, lower me roar &iglH, by mov-lng Lhc slgnt 
elewatorfervi-ard. 

2. Horizontal Correction (windage): To move tho 
point of impact to the loft, tap the rear sight base to 
iMo lefl . To mbvo tho poi nt of impact to tho Pght, tap 
me rear s^ht base to Ihe rig ht.

Cleaning the bore 

With rxormal use il i3 nol neoessary to doafi itie 
bore ol yoiJf rllle. However, if it gob wol, or if any 
lorefgn niAloridi gets-, into the barrel, do-aning as 
descfibod b^iow is recominandcd. 

Wilh Ihe safely on SAFE, remove the dip and clear 
mo aclio-n sovoral tirnos to be <toubly sure ng car- 
tridges rerTiain. Pull the charging handle hack and 
locklheaclion opon. 

Reinove ihc barrel and use any standard 22 cali- 
ber downing rod and patches. Clean Iho bom from 
(he rear (channhor) end. wilfi powder sutveni, and 
wipoligtiTlywlth gun oif. 

Cleaning the action 

VVtJfMonrimcnd cteaning the Inside q 1 merooelvor, 
boll face, extractors, and buft end ol the barret 
[anoorKf tho chamber) ^nilor Iking each 2S0 rounds. 
(Frequency of cleaning may depend on brand of 
ammunition used.) A toothbrush end oornmercisi 
gen cleaning solvent will simplify the job.

Condensation dropiota may foirm soyn alior 
the gun is brought lnlo a warrp room, or it may 
becomo wol during Inclemoiit woaiher. In any 
case, all moisiura should be removed. Exterior 
metal finishes may bo wiped down with a slightly 
ollod etetli. For long term storage, tightly oif the 
bore, barral and aciioit wlili gun oil. Vour gen 
should be cornpletely unloaded and storod In odry 
araa.
